Information and Data Sharing Policy 


Preamble. The Information and Data Sharing Policy is intended to: 

* promote understanding of the Corporation’s procedures for 
collecting, using, safeguarding and sharing information and data, 
and 

* encourage compliance with the Corporation’s requests for 
information and data. 


1. The Corporation shall prepare an Information and Data Sharing Policy 
(“Policy”) for the 2016 general reassessment; 


a) The Policy shall apply to all industrial, commercial and multi- 
residential property; 


b) The Policy shall: 

* — specify the types of information and data that assessed persons, 
their representatives, municipalities and other parties need 
to provide to the Corporation for any purpose relating to the 
assessment of land,

Assessment Methodology Guides 


Preamble. The Assessment Methodology Guides are intended to: 


* promote current value assessments that are correct, fair, accurate, 
predictable and transparent, 

* promote a consistent approach to assessment by the Corporation, 

* promote understanding of the Corporation’s preferred assessment 
methodology, and 

* support the Corporation’s assessors in developing a clear rationale 
for any analyses and judgements made by assessors, including 
any departures from the Corporation’s preferred assessment 
methodology.

* specify the assessment methodology used by the Corporation 
to determine the current value assessments of properties within 
each property type, 

* — explain how the Corporation’s preferred assessment methodology

* require a full explanation by an assessor where there is a 
material departure from the use of the preferred methodology 
for the property type;

GENERAL 


1. In this Regulation, 


“clinical supervision” refers to a professional relationship where the individual who is receiving supervision is engaged in a 
collaborative learning process with a clinical supervisor, which relationship is designed to, 


(a) promote the professional growth of the supervisee, 


(b) enhance the supervisee’s safe and effective use of the self in the therapeutic relationship, 


(c) foster discussion of the direction of therapy and the therapeutic relationship, and 


(d) safeguard the well-being of patients; (“supervision Clinique”) 


“currency hours” means time spent doing any of a broad range of professional activities related to psychotherapy, including 
direct patient contact, record keeping and preparation in relation to direct patient contact, professional development, 
engaging in clinical supervision either as a supervisor or supervisee, conducting research in, or writing in, the field of 
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psychotherapy, teaching psychotherapy, being employed as a manager in the field of psychotherapy and acting as a 
consultant in the field of psychotherapy. (“heures d’exercice”) 


Classes of certificates 
2. The following are prescribed as classes of certificates of registration: 
1. Registered Psychotherapist. 
2. Qualifying. 
3. Temporary. 
4. Inactive. 
Application for certificate of registration 


3. (1) A person may apply for a certificate of registration by submitting a completed application in the form provided by 
the Registrar together with any applicable fees required under the by-laws and any supporting documentation requested by 
the Registrar. 


(2) An applicant shall be deemed not to have satisfied the registration requirements for a certificate of registration if the 
applicant makes a false or misleading statement or representation on or in connection with his or her application, and any 
certificate of registration issued to such an applicant may be revoked by the Registrar. 


Requirements for issuance of certificate of registration, any class 
4. An applicant must satisfy the following requirements for the issuance of a certificate of registration of any class: 


1. The applicant must, at the time of application, provide written details about any of the following that relate to the 
applicant and, where any of the following change with respect to the applicant after submitting the application but 
before the issuance of a certificate, the applicant must immediately provide written details with respect to the change: 


i. A finding of guilt for any of the following: 
A. Acriminal offence. 
B. An offence resulting in either imprisonment or a fine greater than $1,000. 


ii. A finding of professional misconduct, incompetence or incapacity, or any similar finding, in relation to another 
regulated profession in Ontario or to any regulated profession in another jurisdiction. 


iii. A current proceeding for professional misconduct, incompetence or incapacity, or any similar proceeding, in 
relation to another regulated profession in Ontario or to any regulated profession in another jurisdiction. 


iv. A finding of professional negligence or malpractice made against the applicant in any jurisdiction. 


v. A refusal by any body responsible for the regulation of a profession in any jurisdiction to register or license the 
applicant. 


vi. Whether the applicant was in good standing at the time he or she ceased being registered, whether in Ontario or 
in another jurisdiction, with a body responsible for the regulation of a profession. 


vii. Any other event that would provide reasonable grounds for the belief that the applicant will not practise 
psychotherapy in a safe and professional manner. 


2. Theapplicant’s previous conduct must afford reasonable grounds for the belief that he or she will practise psychotherapy 
in a safe and professional manner. 


3. The applicant must be able to speak, read and write in either English or French with reasonable fluency. 


4. The applicant must not have a physical or mental condition or disorder that would make it desirable in the interest of 
the public that he or she not be issued a certificate of registration unless, should the applicant be given a certificate of 
registration, the imposition of a term, condition or limitation on that certificate is sufficient to address such concerns. 


5. The applicant must provide proof of professional liability insurance coverage in the amount and in the form required 
under the by-laws, or undertake to provide proof, within 30 days of the issuance of the certificate of registration, 
of having such professional liability insurance that is effective as of the day on which he or she is issued his or her 
certificate of registration. 


Terms, conditions and limitations of every certificate 
5. Every certificate of registration is subject to the following terms, conditions and limitations: 


1. The member shall provide the College with written details about any of the following that relate to the applicant as 
soon as reasonably practicable after its occurrence: 
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i. A finding of guilt in relation to any offence in any jurisdiction. 


ii. A finding of professional misconduct, incompetence or incapacity, or any similar finding, in relation to another 
regulated profession in Ontario or to any regulated profession in another jurisdiction. 


iii. A current proceeding for professional misconduct, incompetence or incapacity, or any similar proceeding, in 
relation to another regulated profession in Ontario or to any regulated profession in another jurisdiction. 


iv. A finding of professional negligence or malpractice in any jurisdiction. 


v. A refusal by any body responsible for the regulation of a profession in any jurisdiction to register or license the 
member. 


vi. Whether the member was in good standing at the time he or she ceased being registered with a body responsible 
for the regulation of a profession in Ontario or in any other jurisdiction. 


vii. Any other event that would provide reasonable grounds for the belief that the member will not practise 
psychotherapy in a safe and professional manner. 


2. A member shall only use titles and abbreviations of titles respecting psychotherapy in accordance with the following 
rules: 


i. A member who holds a Registered Psychotherapist certificate of registration may only use one or more of the 
titles “Registered Psychotherapist” or “Psychothérapeute autorisé”, and may only use the abbreviation “RP” for 
the English title and “PA” for the French title. 


ii. A member who holds a Qualifying certificate of registration may only use one or more of the titles “Registered 
Psychotherapist (Qualifying)” or “Psychothérapeute autorisé (stagiaire)”, and may only use the abbreviation “RP 
(Qualifying)” for the English title and “PA (stagiaire)” for the French title. 


iil. A member who holds a Temporary certificate of registration may only use one or more of the titles “Registered 
Psychotherapist (Temporary)” or “Psychothérapeute autorisé (temporaire)”, and may only use the abbreviation 
“RP (Temporary)” for the English title and “PA (temporaire)” for the French title. 


iv. A member who holds an Inactive certificate of registration may only use one or more of the titles “Registered 
Psychotherapist (Inactive)” or “Psychothérapeute autorisé (inactif)”, and may only use the abbreviation “RP 
(inactive)” for the English title and “PA (inactif)” for the French title. 


3. The member shall maintain professional liability insurance in the amount and in the form required under the by-laws. 


4. The member shall provide the College with written details within two days of the member becoming aware that he or 
she does not have the professional liability insurance that he or she is required to have under the by-laws. 


5. The member shall practise only in the areas of psychotherapy in which the member has the necessary knowledge, skill 
and judgment. 


Registered Psychotherapist class, registration requirements 


6. (1) Subject to section 7 and subsection 13 (2), the following are non-exemptible registration requirements for a 
Registered Psychotherapist certificate of registration: 


1. The applicant must, 


i. have successfully completed a program in psychotherapy that has been approved by the Registration Committee 
or by a body that is approved by the Registration Committee for that purpose, 


il. have been awarded a master’s degree in a program that has been approved by the Registration Committee or by 
a body that is approved by the Registration Committee for that purpose, 


ill. have successfully completed a program that the Registration Committee considers to be substantially equivalent 
to a program referred to in subparagraph 1 or 11, or 


iv. have such other education and training, which must include one or more programs in psychotherapy, together with 
any further education or training, or combination of education and training, that when taken together evidences, 
in the opinion of the Registration Committee, successful completion of a program that is substantially equivalent 
to a program referred to in subparagraph i or ii. 


2. The applicant must have successfully completed the registration examinations set or approved by the Registration 
Committee. 


3. The applicant must have successfully completed clinical experience in psychotherapy that includes at least 450 hours 
of direct patient contact and at least 100 hours of clinical supervision where that clinical supervision relates to those 
hours of direct patient contact. 
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4. The applicant must have completed, no earlier than two years before the date of his or her application, the jurisprudence 
course that was set or approved by the Registration Committee. 


(2) Except in the case of an applicant to whom subsection 9 (1) applies, if the applicant has not completed all the applicable 
requirements set out in paragraph | or 3 of subsection (1) within the one-year period immediately before the date that the 
applicant submitted his or her application, the applicant must, 


(a) have completed at least 750 currency hours during the three-year period that immediately preceded the date that the 
applicant submitted his or her application; or 


(b) have successfully completed such upgrading activities as approved by a panel of the Registration Committee. 


(3) No program may be approved under paragraph | of subsection (1) unless one of the core components of the program 
is designed to develop competency in the safe and effective use of self in a psychotherapeutic relationship. 


(4) Subject to subsections (5) and (6), the requirement in paragraph 2 of subsection (1) is not considered to have been met 
unless the applicant, 


(a) sits his or her first attempt at the examinations within the 24-month period following the date on which he or she 
submitted his or her application for registration unless a panel of the Examination Committee is satisfied that 
exceptional circumstances prevented the applicant from taking the registration examination within this period; 


(b) sits his or her final attempt at the examinations within the five-year period following the date on which he or she 
submitted his or her application for registration unless a panel of the Examination Committee is satisfied that 
exceptional circumstances prevented the applicant from taking the registration examinations within this period; and 


c) successfully completes the examinations, 
sf p 
(i) within two attempts, or 


(ii) on a third attempt after having first successfully completed such further upgrading, if any, required by a panel of 
the Examination Committee. 


(5S) Where, by virtue of clause (4) (a) or (b), an applicant is not considered to have met the requirement in paragraph 2 of 
subsection (1), the successful completion of the examinations on any further attempt will not be considered as satisfying the 
requirements in paragraph 2 of subsection (1) unless, before sitting the examinations, the applicant submits a new application 
for a certificate of registration. 


(6) Where, by virtue of clause (4) (c), an applicant is not considered to have met the requirement in paragraph 2 of 
subsection (1), the successful completion of the examinations on any further attempt will not be considered as satisfying 
the requirements in paragraph 2 of subsection (1) unless, before sitting the examinations, the applicant completes another 
program mentioned in paragraph 1 of subsection (1). 


(7) In order to qualify as clinical experience for the purposes of paragraph 3 of subsection (1), the hours of clinical 
experience must be undertaken subsequent to the applicant’s commencement of the program, education or training referred 
to in paragraph | of subsection (1). 


Transitional 


7. (1) For the first 24 months after the day this Regulation comes into force, paragraphs 1, 2 and 3 of subsection 6 (1) 
do not apply in respect of an application for a Registered Psychotherapist certificate of registration where the applicant who 
made the application had been practising psychotherapy before this Regulation came into force. 


(2) An applicant described in subsection (1) must meet the following additional non-exemptible requirements for a 
Registered Psychotherapist certificate of registration: 


1. The applicant must have completed at least 500 currency hours in Canada during the three-year period that immediately 
preceded the date that the applicant submitted his or her application. 


2. The applicant must provide evidence that is sufficient, in the opinion of the Registrar, to demonstrate that the applicant 
is competent to safely practise psychotherapy. 


Registered Psychotherapist class, conditions, etc., of certificate 


8. (1) Every Registered Psychotherapist certificate of registration is subject to the following terms, conditions and 
limitations: 


1. The member must practise psychotherapy with clinical supervision until such time that he or she, 
i. has completed at least 1000 hours of direct patient contact; and 


ii. has completed at least 150 hours of clinical supervision related to the 1000 hours of direct patient contact referred 
to in subparagraph i.

2. The member must practise psychotherapy for at least 750 currency hours during every three-year period, where 
the first three-year period begins on the first January 1 following the day that the member is issued a Registered 
Psychotherapist certificate of registration and each subsequent three-year period begins on the first anniversary of the 
commencement of the previous period. 


(2) Ifa member fails to meet the condition described in paragraph 2 of subsection (1), the Registrar shall refer the member 
to the Quality Assurance Committee for a peer and practice assessment unless the member, 


(a) has successfully completed upgrading activities approved by the Registration Committee; 


(b) has given the College a written undertaking to complete upgrading activities, which undertaking is acceptable to the 
Registrar and with which the member is in compliance; or 


(c) satisfies the Registrar that exceptional circumstances prevented the applicant from meeting the condition and that the 
applicant has the knowledge, skill and judgment to practise psychotherapy in a safe and professional manner. 


Labour mobility, Registered Psychotherapist class 


9. (1) Where section 22.18 of the Health Professions Procedural Code applies to an applicant for a Registered 
Psychotherapist certificate of registration, the applicant is deemed to have met the requirements set out in paragraphs 1, 2 and 
3 of subsection 6 (1) of this Regulation. 


(2) It is a non-exemptible registration requirement that an applicant referred to in subsection (1) provide one or more 
certificates or letters or other evidence satisfactory to the Registrar or a panel of the Registration Committee confirming 
that the applicant is in good standing as a psychotherapist in every jurisdiction where the applicant holds an out-of-province 
certificate. 


(3) If an applicant to whom subsection (1) applies is unable to satisfy the Registrar or a panel of the Registration 
Committee that the applicant practised the profession of psychotherapy to the extent that would be permitted by a Registered 
Psychotherapist certificate of registration at any time in the three years immediately before the date of that applicant’s 
application, it is a non-exemptible requirement that the applicant must meet any further requirement to undertake, obtain 
or undergo material additional training, experience, examinations or assessments that may be specified by a panel of the 
Registration Committee. 


(4) An apphcant referred to in subsection (1) is deemed to have met the requirement of paragraph 3 of section 4 if the 
requirements for the issuance of the out-of-province certificate included language proficiency requirements equivalent to 
those required by that paragraph. 


(5) Despite subsection (1), an applicant is not deemed to have met a requirement if that requirement is described in 
subsection 22.18 (3) of the Health Professions Procedural Code. 


Qualifying class 


10. It is a non-exemptible registration requirement for a Qualifying certificate of registration that the applicant must have 
met all the requirements for the issuance of a Registered Psychotherapist certificate of registration except for, 


(a) paragraph 2 of subsection 6 (1); 
(b) paragraphs 2 and 3 of subsection 6 (1); or 


(c) paragraphs 1, 2 and 3 of subsection 6 (1), where the applicant is actively engaged in satisfying the requirement in 
paragraph | of subsection 6 (1) after having already substantially completed the requirements of that paragraph. 


Qualifying class, conditions, etc., of certificate 


11. It is an additional term, condition and limitation of every Qualifying certificate of registration that the member must at 
all times, 


(a) practise psychotherapy with clinical supervision; and 


(b) be actively pursuing the completion of any of the requirements set out in clause 10 (a), (b) or (c) that the member has 
yet to complete unless the Registrar has provided the member with permission in writing to interrupt the pursuit of one 
or more of those requirements due to exceptional circumstances. 


Qualifying class, expiry 
12. (1) Subject to subsection (2), a Qualifying certificate of registration expires on the earlier of the following: 
1. The day that is five years after the certificate was issued. 
2. The day on which the member is issued a Registered Psychotherapist certificate of registration. 


3. The day on which the member fails to meet the condition in clause 11 (b), unless the Registrar has provided the 
member with the permission mentioned in that section. 
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(2) The Registrar may extend a Qualifying certificate of registration, subject to the member complying with any conditions 
set by the Registrar at the time of making the extension, where the Registrar is of the opinion that exceptional circumstances 
exist that warrant the extension. 


Moving from Qualifying to Registered Psychotherapist certificate 


13. (1) Subject to subsection (2), a holder of a Qualifying certificate of registration shall be issued a Registered 
Psychotherapist certificate of registration upon completion of all of the requirements in section 6 that are referred to in 
section 10. 


(2) For the first 24 months after the day this Regulation comes into force, a holder of a Qualifying certificate of registration 
shall be issued a Registered Psychotherapist certificate of registration without complying with the requirements mentioned 
in subsection (1) where he or she meets the following additional non-exemptible requirements: 


1. He or she must have completed at least 500 currency hours in Canada during the three-year period that immediately 
preceded the date of submitting his or her application. 


2. He or she must provide evidence that is sufficient, in the opinion of the Registrar, to demonstrate that he or she is 
competent to safely practise psychotherapy. 


Labour mobility, Qualifying class 


14. (1) Where section 22.18 of the Health Professions Procedural Code applies to an applicant for a Qualifying certificate 
of registration, the applicant is deemed to have met the requirements of section 10 of this Regulation. 


(2) It is a non-exemptible registration requirement that an applicant referred to in subsection (1) provide one or more 
certificates or letters or other evidence satisfactory to the Registrar or a panel of the Registration Committee confirming 
that the applicant is in good standing as a psychotherapist in every jurisdiction where the applicant holds an out-of-province 
certificate. 


(3) Ifan applicant to whom subsection (1) applies is unable to satisfy the Registrar or a panel of the Registration Committee 
that the applicant practised psychotherapy to the extent that would be permitted by a Qualifying certificate of registration 
at any time in the three years immediately before the date of that applicant’s application, it is a non-exemptible requirement 
that the applicant must meet any further requirement to undertake, obtain or undergo material additional training, experience, 
examinations or assessments that may be specified by a panel of the Registration Committee. 


(4) An applicant referred to in subsection (1) is deemed to have met the requirement of paragraph 3 of section 4 if the 
requirements for the issuance of the out-of-province certificate included language proficiency requirements equivalent to 
those required by that paragraph. 


(5) Despite subsection (1), an applicant is not deemed to have met a requirement if that requirement is described in 
subsection 22.18 (3) of the Health Professions Procedural Code. 


Registration requirements, Temporary class 
15. (1) The following are registration requirements for a Temporary certificate of registration: 


1. The applicant must be registered or licensed to practise psychotherapy in another jurisdiction in which the requirements 
for registration or licensure are similar to those in paragraphs 1, 2 and 3 of subsection 6 (1). 


2. The applicant must have an offer of employment or appointment that relates to the practice or teaching of psychotherapy 
and that does not exceed nine months. 


3. Aholder of a Registered Psychotherapist certificate of registration must have agreed to be responsible for ensuring that 
the applicant’s patients receive continuing care in the period following either the expiry of the applicant’s certificate of 
registration or the applicant’s departure from Ontario, unless the Registrar is of the opinion that, in the circumstances, 
there is no concern regarding the need for continuing care. 


4. The applicant must not have held a Temporary certificate of registration in the 12-month period immediately before the 
date on which he or she made the application unless the Registrar is of the opinion, based on exceptional circumstances, 
that this requirement should not apply. 


5. The applicant must have completed, no earlier than two years before the date of his or her application, the jurisprudence 
course that was set or approved by the Registration Committee. 


(2) The requirements of paragraphs | to 3 of subsection (1) are non-exemptible. 


(3) If the applicant completed the education that was part of the requirements for the registration referred to in paragraph 
1 of subsection (1) more than one year immediately before the date that the applicant submitted his or her application for a 
Temporary certificate of registration, the applicant must, 


(a) have completed at least 750 currency hours during the three-year period of time that immediately preceded the date 
that the applicant submitted his or her application; or 
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(b) have successfully completed such upgrading activities as approved by a panel of the Registration Committee. 
Additional terms, etc., Temporary class 


16. It is an additional term, condition and limitation on every Temporary certificate of registration that the member’s 
certificate of registration expires on the earlier of the expiry date noted on his or her certificate of registration and the day that 
is nine months after the date on which the certificate was issued. 


Labour mobility, Temporary class 


17. (1) Where section 22.18 of the Health Professions Procedural Code applies to an applicant for a Temporary certificate 
of registration, the applicant is deemed to have met the requirements of paragraphs | and 4 of subsection 15 (1). 


(2) It is a non-exemptible registration requirement that an applicant referred to in subsection (1) provide one or more 
certificates or letters or other evidence satisfactory to the Registrar or a panel of the Registration Committee confirming 
that the applicant is in good standing as a psychotherapist in every jurisdiction where the applicant holds an out-of-province 
certificate. 


(3) If an applicant to whom subsection (1) applies is unable to satisfy the Registrar or a panel of the Registration Committee 
that the applicant practised psychotherapy to the extent that would be permitted by a Temporary certificate of registration 
at any time in the three years immediately before the date of that applicant’s application, it is a non-exemptible requirement 
that the applicant must meet any further requirement to undertake, obtain or undergo material additional training, experience, 
examinations or assessments that may be specified by a panel of the Registration Committee. 


(4) An applicant referred to in subsection (1) is deemed to have met the requirement of paragraph 3 of section 4 if the 
requirements for the issuance of the out-of-province certificate included language proficiency requirements equivalent to 
those required by that paragraph. 


(5) Despite subsection (1), an applicant is not deemed to have met a requirement if that requirement is described in 
subsection 22.18 (3) of the Health Professions Procedural Code. 


Inactive class 
18. The following are non-exemptible registration requirements for the issuance of an Inactive certificate of registration: 
1. The applicant must be a member holding a Registered Psychotherapist certificate of registration. 


2. The applicant must provide an undertaking to the College in a form satisfactory to the Registrar in which the applicant 
undertakes to comply with the terms, conditions and limitations in section 19. 


3. The applicant must not be in default of any fee owing to the College under the by-laws. 
4. The applicant must have provided the College with any information that it has required of the applicant. 
5. The applicant must be in compliance with, 
i. any outstanding requirements or orders issued by a panel of the Inquiries, Complaints and Reports Committee, 


ll. any requirement to participate in specified continuing education or remediation programs that was issued by the 
Quality Assurance Committee, and 


ill. any terms, conditions or limitations that were placed on the applicant’s certificate of registration as a result of a 
direction of the Quality Assurance Committee. 


Inactive class, conditions, etc., of certificate 
19. The following are additional terms, conditions and limitations of every Inactive certificate of registration: 
1. The member shall not provide or supervise the provision of direct patient care. 
2. The member shall not provide clinical supervision. 
3. The member shall not make any claim or representation in respect of his or her having any competence in psychotherapy. 
Moving from Inactive to Registered Psychotherapist certificate 


20. The following rules apply where a member who holds an Inactive certificate of registration wishes to be issued the 
Registered Psychotherapist certificate of registration that he or she had previously held: 


1. An application must be made to the Registrar. 
2. The member must pay any outstanding fees owing to the College under the by-laws. 
3. The member must provide the College with any information that it has required of the member. 


4. The member must, 
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i. satisfy a panel of the Registration Committee that he or she possesses the current knowledge, skill and judgment 
relating to the practice of psychotherapy that would be expected of a member holding a Registered Psychotherapist 
certificate of registration, or 


ii. have successfully completed such additional upgrading activities as are determined to be necessary by a panel of 
the Registration Committee. 


Examinations 


21. (1) The registration examinations that are a requirement of paragraph 2 of subsection 6 (1) shall be offered at least 
once each year. 


(2) An applicant is not entitled to sit the registration examinations until he or she submits an application for a Registered 
Psychotherapist certificate of registration and satisfies the requirements of section 4, paragraphs | and 4 of subsection 6 (1) 
and subsection 6 (2). 


Appeal 


22. (1) An applicant who fails a registration examination may appeal the results of the examination to the Examination 
Committee and the appeal will be decided by that Committee. 


(2) An appeal under subsection (1) shall be limited solely to the question of whether the process followed in sitting the 
examination was fair. 


(3) In deciding an appeal under subsection (1), the Examination Committee shall not determine that an applicant has 
passed the examination unless the applicant did, in fact, pass the examination. 


(4) Where an appeal under subsection (1) is successful, the results of the examination shall be nullified and the examination 
does not count against the applicant for any purpose, including the application of subsection 6 (4). 


SUSPENSIONS, REVOCATIONS AND REINSTATEMENTS 
Failure to provide information 
23. (1) Ifa member fails to provide the College with information about the member required under the by-laws, 
(a) the Registrar may give the member notice of intention to suspend the member’s certificate of registration; and 


(b) the Registrar may suspend the member’s certificate of registration if the member fails to provide the information 
within 30 days after the notice is given. 


(2) If the Registrar suspends a member’s certificate of registration under subsection (1), the Registrar shall lift the 
suspension upon being satisfied that the former member, 


(a) has provided the required information to the College; 

(b) has paid any fees required under the by-laws for lifting the suspension; 

(c) has paid any other outstanding fees required under the by-laws; 

(d) has professional liability insurance coverage in the amount and in the form required under the by-laws; and 
(e) will be in compliance, as of the anticipated date on which the suspension is to be lifted, with, 

(i 


(ii) any outstanding orders issued by a panel of the Discipline Committee or Fitness to Practise Committee, 


any outstanding requirements or orders issued by a panel of the Inquiries, Complaints and Reports Committee, 


— 


(111) any outstanding orders of Council or the Executive Committee, 


(iv) any requirement to participate in specified continuing education or remediation programs that was issued by the 
Quality Assurance Committee, and 


(v) any terms, conditions or limitations that were placed on the applicant’s certificate of registration as a result of a 
direction of the Quality Assurance Committee. 


Failure to be insured 


24. (1) The Registrar may immediately suspend a member’s certificate of registration if the Registrar becomes aware that 
the member is not in compliance with the condition set out in paragraph 3 of section 5. 


(2) If the Registrar suspends a member’s certificate of registration under subsection (1), the Registrar shall lift the 
suspension upon being satisfied that the former member, 


(a) has professional liability insurance coverage in the amount and in the form required under the by-laws; 


(b) has paid any fees required under the by-laws for lifting the suspension; 
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(c) has paid any other outstanding fees required under the by-laws; and 
(d) will be in compliance, as of the anticipated date on which the suspension is to be lifted, with, 
(i) any outstanding requirements or orders issued by a panel of the Inquiries, Complaints and Reports Committee, 
(ii) any outstanding orders issued by a panel of the Discipline Committee or Fitness to Practise Committee, 
(111) any outstanding orders of Council or the Executive Committee, 


(iv) any requirement to participate in specified continuing education or remediation programs that was issued by the 
Quality Assurance Committee, and 


(v) any terms, conditions or limitations that were placed on the applicant’s certificate of registration as a result of a 
direction of the Quality Assurance Committee. 


Lifting of suspension for failure to pay fees, etc. 


25. If the Registrar suspends the member’s certificate of registration under section 24 of the Health Professions Procedural 
Code for failing to pay a fee, the Registrar shall lift the suspension upon being satisfied that the former member, 


(a) has paid the fee in question; 
(b) has paid any fees required under the by-laws for lifting the suspension; 
(c) has paid any other outstanding fees and any outstanding penalties required under the by-laws; 
(d) has professional liability insurance coverage in the amount and in the form required under the by-laws; and 
(e) will be in compliance, as of the anticipated date on which the suspension is to be lifted, with, 
(i) any outstanding requirements or orders issued by a panel of the Inquiries, Complaints and Reports Committee, 
(ii) any outstanding orders issued by a panel of the Discipline Committee or Fitness to Practice Committee, 
(iii) any outstanding orders of Council or the Executive Committee, 


(iv) any requirement to participate in specified continuing education or remediation programs that was issued by the 
Quality Assurance Committee, and 


(v) any terms, conditions or limitations that were placed on the applicant’s certificate of registration as a result of a 
direction of the Quality Assurance Committee. 


Revocation 


26. If the Registrar suspends a member’s certificate of registration under section 23 or 24 of this Regulation or under 
section 24 of the Health Professions Procedural Code and the suspension has not been lifted, the certificate is revoked on the 
day that is two years after the day it was suspended. 


Reinstatement 


27. The Registrar shall reinstate the certificate of registration of a former member whose certificate of registration has been 
revoked under section 26 because the member has failed to pay a fee that he or she is required to pay in accordance with the 
by-laws if, 


(a) the former member, 


(1) satisfies a panel of the Registration Committee that he or she possesses the current knowledge, skill and judgment 
relating to the practice of psychotherapy that would be expected of a member holding the type of certificate of 
registration that is being applied for, or 


(ii) successfully completes such additional upgrading activities as are determined to be necessary by a panel of the 
Registration Committee; 


(b) the former member has paid any fees required under the by-laws for reinstatement of a certificate of registration; 
(c) the former member has paid all other outstanding fees required under the by-laws; 


(d) the former member has professional liability insurance coverage in the amount and in the form required under the by- 
laws; and 


(e) the former member will be in compliance, as of the anticipated date on which the suspension is to be lifted, with, 
(i) any outstanding requirements or orders issued by a panel of the Inquiries, Complaints and Reports Committee, 
(ii) any outstanding orders issued by a panel of the Discipline Committee or Fitness to Practise Committee, 


(ili) any outstanding orders of Council or the Executive Committee, 
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(iv) any requirement to participate in specified continuing education or remediation programs that was issued by the 
Quality Assurance Committee, and 


(v) any terms, conditions or limitations that were placed on the applicant’s certificate of registration as a result of a 
direction of the Quality Assurance Committee. 


Commencement 


28. This Regulation comes into force on the later of the day section 6 of the Act comes into force and the day this 
Regulation is filed.

1. Atleast 12 months of experience in the practice of professional engineering that is relevant to the work to be undertaken 
under the temporary licence and that was acquired in a Canadian jurisdiction under the supervision of one or more 
persons who are legally authorized to engage in the practice of professional engineering in a Canadian jurisdiction. 


2. Wide recognition in the practice of professional engineering that is relevant to the work to be undertaken under the 
temporary licence and that the holder is knowledgeable about all codes, standards and laws relevant to that work. 


(1.1) Experience acquired outside Canada satisfies the requirements of paragraph | of subsection (1) if it meets the criteria 
set out under subsection 33 (2).

46. (1) The following are prescribed as requirements and qualifications for the issuance of a limited licence: 


1. The applicant shall demonstrate that he or she holds a three-year degree or diploma in an engineering, technology or 
science program or has equivalent educational qualifications, and possesses the knowledge base corresponding to the 
scope of services within the practice of professional engineering to be provided under the limited licence. 


2. The applicant shall demonstrate at least eight years of experience in the practice of professional engineering that 
meets the criteria set out in the document titled “Guide to the Required Experience for a Limited Licence in Ontario” 
and dated March 2014, published by and available from the Association, with at least six years of the experience 
corresponding to the scope of services within the practice of professional engineering to be provided under the limited 
licence and at least four of those six years’ experience being acquired in a Canadian jurisdiction under the supervision 
of one or more persons who are legally authorized to engage in the practice of professional engineering in a Canadian 
Jurisdiction.

4. The Eastern Region includes that part of Ontario lying within a line drawn as follows: 


Beginning at Lake Ontario at the western boundary of the County of Northumberland, north along that boundary to 
the southern boundary of the City of Kawartha Lakes; then west along the southern boundary of the City of Kawartha 
Lakes to its western boundary; then north and then west and then north along the western boundary of the City of 
Kawartha Lakes to Highway 7; then west on Highway 7 to the junction where Highway 7 and Highway 12 meet; 
then southwest following a line to the eastern end of York Regional Road 32; then north along the western boundary 
of The Regional Municipality of Durham to its northern boundary; then east along the northern boundary of The 
Regional Municipality of Durham to the western boundary of the City of Kawartha Lakes; then north and then east 
and then north and then east along the western boundary of the City of Kawartha Lakes to the western boundary of 
the County of Haliburton; then north and then east and then north and then east along the northern boundary of the 
County of Haliburton to the western boundary of Algonquin Provincial Park; then north along the western boundary 
of Algonquin Provincial Park to its northern boundary; then east along the northern boundary of Algonquin Provincial 
Park to the western boundary of the County of Renfrew; then north along the western boundary of the County of 
Renfrew to the Ottawa River. 


5. The Northern Region includes that part of Ontario lying north of a line drawn as follows: 


Beginning at the Ottawa River at the western boundary of the County of Renfrew, south along that boundary to the 
northern boundary of Algonquin Provincial Park; then west along the northern boundary of Algonquin Provincial 
Park to its western boundary; then south along the western boundary of Algonquin Provincial Park to the southern 
boundary of the Territorial District of Parry Sound; then west along the southern boundary of the Territorial District 
of Parry Sound to Georgian Bay; then northwest following a line through Georgian Bay to the mid-point in the main 
channel between the Bruce Peninsula and Manitoulin Island; then west following a line to the Canada-United States 
border.

PART L.1 
ADMINISTERING SUBSTANCES BY INHALATION AND STANDARDS OF PRACTICE 


5. (1) For the purposes of paragraph 4 of subsection 5 (1) and paragraph 5 of subsection 5 (2) of the Act, a member who 
complies with the standards of practice provided for in this section is authorized to administer the following designated 
substances to a patient by inhalation: 


1. A gas mixture of up to SO per cent nitrous oxide, with the balance of the mixture being oxygen. 
2. Therapeutic oxygen. 


(2) A member shall only administer a designated substance described in paragraph | or 2 of subsection (1) if he or she 
complies with the following standards of practice: 


1. The member shall only administer the designated substance to a patient for the purposes of, 
i. pain management during the performance of a procedure, or 
i. controlling anxiety before or during the performance of a procedure. 

2. The member must have, 


i. successfully completed a program approved by Council that includes a didactic and a clinical training component 
provided under the supervision of, 


A. a member of the College of Physicians and Surgeons of Ontario who is recognized by that College as a 
specialist in anaesthesia, 


B. amember of the Royal College of Dental Surgeons of Ontario who holds a specialty certificate of registration 
in dental anaesthesia, or 


C. any other person who is approved by Council, or 
li. satisfied the Registration Committee that, 


A. the member’s education in chiropody or podiatry included a program equivalent to the program referred to 
in subparagraph i that was completed not more than five years before the day this Part came into force, or 


B. the member has safely administered the designated substance by inhalation to patients as part of his or her 
practice during the five-year period before the day this Part came into force. 


(3) Despite anything in this section, a member may administer therapeutic oxygen by inhalation to a patient in an 
emergency. 

(4) Despite anything in this section, a member may administer a designated substance described in paragraph | or 2 of 
subsection (1) to a patient by inhalation if the member does so,

QUALITY ASSURANCE 


GENERAL 
6. In this Part, 
“assessor” means an assessor appointed under section 81 of the Health Professions Procedural Code; 


“Committee” means the Quality Assurance Committee and includes a panel of the Committee appointed under subsection 7 


(2); 
“program” means the quality assurance program required by section 80 of the Health Professions Procedural Code; 
“stratified random sampling” means a sampling where groups are, 
(a) removed from the pool of members to be sampled, or 
(b) weighted to increase or decrease the likelihood of their being selected. 
7. (1) The program shall include the following components: 
1. Self-assessment. 
2. Peer and practice assessment. 
3. Continuing education and professional development designed to,

ill. incorporate standards of practice, advances in technology, changes made in entry to practice competencies and 
other relevant issues in the discretion of the Council. 


4. Mechanisms for the College to monitor members’ participation in, and compliance with, the program. 


(2) The Chair of the Committee may appoint a panel of the Committee composed of three persons, at least one of whom 
shall be a member of the Council appointed by the Lieutenant Governor in Council. 


(3) The Committee shall administer the program. 
SELF-ASSESSMENT 
8. (1) The purposes of self-assessment are to assist members, 
(a) to identify the extent to which a member’s practice meets current standards; 
(b) to identify opportunities to improve a member’s knowledge, skill and judgment; and 
(c) to plan a member’s continuing education and professional development. 


(2) Every member shall participate in self-assessment in the manner approved by the Committee and fulfil any reporting 
requirements as directed by the Committee. 


(3) Every member shall retain records of his or her participation in self-assessment, in the form and manner required by 
the Committee, for a period of at least five years. 
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(4) At the request of the Committee, a member shall submit the records referred to in subsection (3) to the College within 
the time period specified in the request or, where no time period is specified, within 30 days after the day the member receives 
the request. 


(5) This section does not apply to a member who holds a Retired certificate of registration. 


PEER AND PRACTICE ASSESSMENT 


9. (1) Each year the Committee shall select members to undergo a peer and practice assessment to assess the members’ 
knowledge, skill and judgment. 


(2) A member shall undergo a peer and practice assessment if, 

(a) the member’s name is selected randomly from the entire membership; 
(b) the member’s name is selected by stratified random sampling; or 

(c) the member has failed to participate in self-assessment. 


(3) An assessor or assessors shall evaluate the member’s knowledge, skill and judgment by way of a peer and practice 
assessment, prepare a written report that may include recommendations and provide the report to the Committee and the 
member, along with a notice of the member’s right to make written submissions to the Committee. 


(4) The member may make written submissions to the Committee within 14 days from the date that he or she received the 
report. 


(5) If, after considering the report and the member’s submissions, if any, and giving the member an opportunity to confer 
with the Committee, the Committee may, 


(a) direct that no further action be taken, 


(b) take any action listed in subsection 80.2 (1) of the Health Professions Procedural Code if the Committee is of the 
opinion that the member’s knowledge, skill or judgment is unsatisfactory; 


(c) grant the member a specified period of time to address the recommendations in the report; or 
(d) direct that the member undergo a second peer and practice assessment. 


(6) If the Committee acts under clause (5) (c) or (d), subsections (3) and (4) and clauses (5) (a) and (b) apply, with any 
necessary modifications. 


(7) For greater certainty, the Committee shall not require a member to undergo a further peer and practice assessment 
under clause (5) (d) after the second assessment. 


(8) This section does not apply to a member who holds a Retired or Inactive certificate of registration. 


CONTINUING EDUCATION AND PROFESSIONAL DEVELOPMENT 


10. (1) Every member shall participate in continuing education and professional development activities in the manner 
approved by the Committee for the purpose of maintaining and enhancing the member’s knowledge, skill and judgment. 


(2) The College shall, in a timely manner, distribute information to the members about the requirements for continuing 
education and professional development activities approved by the Committee. 


(3) A member shall retain the records of his or her participation in continuing education and professional development 
activities for a period of at least five years. 


(4) At the request of the Committee, a member shall attest to the completion of their continuing education and professional 
development activities in the form and manner required by the Committee and provide the Committee with his or her records 
of the activities undertaken in the form and manner requested by the Committee. 


(5) This section does not apply to a member who holds a Retired certificate of registration.

5. (1) Subject to subsections (2) to (6), to qualify for a certificate of registration for a psychologist authorizing autonomous 
practice, an applicant must comply with the following non-exemptible registration requirements: 


1. The applicant must have obtained a doctoral degree, 


i. froma psychology program that is accredited by the Canadian Psychological Association or by another accrediting 
body that has been approved by Council for that purpose, 


ii. from a psychology program that is considered by a panel of the Registration Committee to be equivalent to a 
program described in subparagraph 1, or 


iii. froma psychology program that is offered by an educational institution outside of Canada or the United States of 
America and that is considered by a panel of the Registration Committee to be substantially similar to a program 
described in subparagraph 1. 


2. The applicant must have completed a minimum of 1,500 hours of postdoctoral supervised practice approved by the 
Registrar or a panel of the Registration Committee and performed while being a member holding a certificate of 
registration for a psychologist authorizing supervised practice and while under the supervision of a member who meets 
the requirements in subsection 12 (3). 


3. The applicant must have passed the Examination for Professional Practice in Psychology administered by the 
Association of State and Provincial Psychology Boards or one or more other examinations of knowledge or competence 
set or approved by the Council or by a body that is approved by the Council for that purpose. 


4. The applicant must have passed the oral examination set or approved by the Council. 
5. The applicant must have passed the Jurisprudence and Ethics Examination set or approved by Council. 


6. The applicant must have completed all further professional training or experience that, in the opinion of a panel 
of the Registration Committee, is required to ensure the competence of the applicant for autonomous practice as a 
psychologist in his or her intended area of practice. 


(2) An applicant who has obtained a doctoral degree from a psychology program described in subparagraph 1 iti of 
subsection (1) shall not be considered to have met the requirements of paragraph | of subsection (1) unless the applicant has 
successfully completed such further assessment, training or supervised experience, if any, which in the opinion of a panel of 
the Registration Committee is required to ensure that the applicant has competencies equivalent to those of an applicant who 
has obtained a doctoral degree from a program described in subparagraph | i of subsection (1). 


(3) An applicant who, at the time of application, is registered or licensed to practise in a jurisdiction outside of Canada is 
not required to meet the requirements in paragraphs 1, 2, 3, 4 and 6 of subsection (1) if the following requirements are met: 


1. The applicant must be registered as a psychologist in good standing in a jurisdiction, 
i. with which the College has a reciprocity agreement as of the date of the application, or 


ii. that is considered by a panel of the Registration Committee to have registration requirements equivalent to those 
of the College for the issuance of a certificate of registration for a psychologist authorizing autonomous practice. 


2. The applicant must have attended an interview conducted by a panel of interviewers appointed by the Registrar and 
been assessed by that panel as being competent to practise in the area of the profession that he or she intends to practise 
in. 


3. Where the applicant is unable to satisfy the Registrar or a panel of the Registration Committee that the applicant 
practised the profession of psychology to the extent that would be permitted by a certificate of registration for a 
psychologist authorizing autonomous practice at any time during the 24-month period preceding his or her application, 
the applicant must meet any further requirement to undertake, obtain or undergo any additional training, experience, 
examinations or assessments that, in the opinion of a panel of the Registration Committee, is required to ensure the 
competence of the applicant for autonomous practice as a psychologist in his or her intended area of practice. 


(4) Where an applicant is a member in good standing holding an Academic certificate of registration, the Registrar shall 
issue that member a certificate of registration for a psychologist authorizing autonomous practice if the member, 


(a) was, at the time of being issued his or her Academic certificate of registration, a member holding a certificate of 
registration for a psychologist authorizing autonomous practice; 


(b) applies in writing to the Registrar for a certificate of registration for a psychologist authorizing autonomous practice 
not less than 60 days before the applicant proposes to start practising as a member holding a certificate of registration 
for a psychologist authorizing autonomous practice; and 
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(c) has satisfied the conditions, if any, imposed by a panel of the Registration Committee which in the opinion of the panel 
are required to ensure current competence in the proposed practice areas. 


(5) Where an applicant is a member in good standing holding an Inactive certificate of registration, the Registrar shall issue 
that member a certificate of registration for a psychologist authorizing autonomous practice if the member, 


(a) was, at the time of being issued his or her Inactive certificate of registration, a member holding a certificate of 
registration for a psychologist authorizing autonomous practice; 


(b) applies in writing to the Registrar for a certificate of registration for a psychologist authorizing autonomous practice 
not less than 60 days before the applicant proposes to start practising as a member holding a certificate of registration 
for a psychologist authorizing autonomous practice; and 


(c) has satisfied the conditions, if any, imposed by a panel of the Registration Committee which in the opinion of the panel 
are required to ensure current competence in the proposed practice areas. 


(6) Where an applicant is a member in good standing holding a Retired certificate of registration, the Registrar shall issue 
that member a certificate of registration for a psychologist authorizing autonomous practice if the member, 


(a) was, at the time of being issued his or her Retired certificate of registration, a member holding a certificate of registration 
for a psychologist authorizing autonomous practice; 


(b) applies in writing to the Registrar for a certificate of registration for a psychologist authorizing autonomous practice 
no more than 24 months after the member was issued a Retired certificate of registration and not less than 60 days

1. The applicant must have obtained a doctoral degree, 


i. froma psychology program that is accredited by the Canadian Psychological Association or by another accrediting 
body that has been approved by Council for that purpose, 


ii. from a psychology program that is considered by a panel of the Registration Committee to be equivalent to a 
program described in subparagraph i, or 


iii. froma psychology program that is offered by an educational institution outside of Canada or the United States of 
America and that is considered by a panel of the Registration Committee to be substantially similar to a program 
described in subparagraph 1. 


2. The applicant must provide to the College a signed undertaking from two supervisors in which the supervisors 
undertake to train the proposed member and supervise and evaluate the proposed member’s practice and to provide 
reports in the form and manner as specified by the Registrar or a panel of the Registration Committee. 


(2) An applicant who has obtained a doctoral degree from a psychology program described in subparagraph | iii of 
subsection (1) shall not be considered to have met the requirements of paragraph | of subsection (1) unless the applicant has

B. a supervised psychology practicum or psychology internship, and

. Following the awarding of the degree described in paragraph 1, the applicant must have performed at least 6,000 


hours of practice of the profession over at least four years while under the supervision of a member holding either 
a certificate of registration for a psychologist authorizing autonomous practice or a certificate of registration for a 
psychological associate authorizing autonomous practice. 


. The applicant must have performed, while being a member holding a certificate of registration for a psychological

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2. The applicant must be a member in good standing who holds either a certificate of registration for a psychologist 
authorizing autonomous practice or a certificate of registration for a psychological associate authorizing autonomous 
practice and, 


i. whose certificate of registration is not subject to any term, condition or limitation that was imposed as a result of 
a disciplinary proceeding or a fitness to practise proceeding, 


i. who is not in default of any obligation to the College, including payment of the annual membership fee, and 
111. who is not the subject of any ongoing disciplinary or fitness to practise proceeding. 
Terms, conditions and limitations 
33. It is a term, condition and limitation of every Retired certificate of registration that the member shall not practise the 
profession. 
Expiry, REINSTATEMENT, ETC. 
Expiry on issuance of new certificate 


34. A person’s certificate of registration expires immediately if the Registrar issues another certificate of registration to the 
person. 


Reinstatement 


35. If the Registrar suspends a member’s certificate of registration pursuant to section 24 of the Health Professions 
Procedural Code for failure to pay a fee, the Registrar may lift the suspension within two years from the date of suspension 
on the payment of, 


(a) the fee the member failed to pay; and 
(b) all applicable fees and penalties required under the by-laws. 
TRANSITION 
Transition 


36. (1) Every certificate of registration that was in existence immediately before April 7, 2015 is continued as the 
equivalent certificate of registration with the same status under this Regulation until such time as it otherwise ceases to be 
effective and, for greater certainty, 


(a) every certificate of registration subject to a limitation of academic status is continued as an Academic certificate of 
registration; 


(b) every certificate of registration subject to a limitation of inactive status is continued as an Inactive certificate of 
registration; and 


(c) every certificate of registration subject to a limitation of retired status is continued as a Retired certificate of registration. 


(2) Where an application for a certificate of registration had been made but not finally dealt with before April 7, 2015, the 
application shall be dealt with in accordance with this Regulation.

(3) For the purposes of this Regulation, power supply infrastructure consists of the following transmission lines and 
transmission stations if they are for the purposes of the electrification of a commuter rail corridor and are not associated with 
a generation facility mentioned in paragraph 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6 or 7 of subsection 4 (1) of Ontario Regulation 116/01 (Electricity 
Projects) made under the Act: 


1. A transmission line that, 
i. can operate at nominal voltage of 115 kV and is greater than 2 kilometres in length, or 


ii. can operate at nominal voltage of greater than 115 kV and less than 500 kV and is greater than 2 kilometres and 
less than 50 kilometres in length. 


2. A transmission station that can operate at nominal voltage of equal to or greater than 115kV and less than or equal to 
500 kV. 


(4) For the purposes of subsection (3), if a transmission station has more than one voltage level, the station’s nominal 
operating voltage is its highest voltage level. 


2. The Regulation is amended by adding the following section: 


DESIGNATION 
Designation 


1.1 (1) Subject to subsections (2) and (3), the planning, designing, establishing, constructing, operating, changing or 
retiring of power supply infrastructure in relation to the electrification of a new or existing commuter rail corridor is defined 
as a major commercial enterprise or activity and is designated as an undertaking to which the Act applies. 


(2) Achange to a transmission line and the subsequent operation and retirement of the changed or expanded line is defined 
and designated under subsection (1) only if, 


(a) the work involved in changing the line requires replacement of poles or towers and/or changes in the right-of-way for 
existing transmission lines that are capable of operating at a nominal voltage equal to or greater than 115 kV and less 
than or equal to 500 kV; and 


(b) the changed line would operate at a nominal voltage of equal to or greater than 115 kV and less than or equal to 500 
kV. 


(3) A change to a transmission station and the subsequent operation and retirement of the changed or expanded station is 
defined and designated under subsection (1) only if, 


(a) the change requires the acquisition of property; and 


(b) the changed station is capable of operating at a nominal voltage of equal to or greater than 115 kV and less than or 
equal to 500 kV. 


(4) For the purposes of subsection (3), if a transmission station has more than one voltage level, the station’s nominal 
operating voltage is its highest voltage level. 


3. Section 2 of the Regulation is amended by adding the following subsections: 


(7) Subsection (8) applies if, before the day section 1.1 came into force, 
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(a) the proponent of a transit project described in subsection 1.1 (1) submitted an environmental assessment or proposed 
terms of reference in respect of the project to the Ministry; or 


(b) the proponent of a transit project described in subsection 1.1 (1) gave a notice to the public in accordance with an 
approved class environmental assessment. 


(8) In the circumstances described in subsection (7), subsection (1) does not apply to the transit project unless, not later 
than December 31, 2015, the Director of the Environmental Approvals Branch and the appropriate regional director of the 
Ministry have received written notice from the proponent stating that the proponent will comply with the transit project 
assessment process. 


(9) The validity of anything done before section 1.1 came into force is not affected if, after receipt of the notices referred 
to in subsection (8), the transit project assessment process 1s terminated under subsection 6 (3) or clause 13 (4) (b) or 15 (20)

(10) Ifa proponent of a transit project that belongs to a class of transit projects described in Schedule | proposes to carry 
out a transit project with one or more other proponents of a transit project that belongs to a class of transit projects described 
in Schedule 1, the proponents may proceed with the transit project assessment process jointly.

“biological carbon content” means, in respect of a fuel, the carbon content of the portion of the fuel, expressed in kilograms 
of carbon per tonne of fuel, that is composed of or derived from one or more of, 


(a) biomass, 
(b) organic matter that is not biomass but that is, 
(i) available on a renewable basis, 
(ii) derived from a plant, animal or micro-organism, and 
(ii1) municipal waste, or 


(c) organic matter, not including peat or peat derivatives, that is derived from a plant or micro-organism and is grown or 
harvested for the purpose of being used as fuel; 


“biomass” means organic matter, other than source separated organics, that is derived from a plant or animal, is available on 
a renewable basis and meets one of the following descriptions: 


1. It is waste from harvesting or processing agricultural products or waste from processing forestry products, including 
spent pulping liquor. 


2. It is pulp and paper biosolids within the meaning of Ontario Regulation 267/03 (General) made under the Nutrient 
Management Act, 2002. 


3. It is sewage biosolids within the meaning of Ontario Regulation 267/03. 

4. Itis hauled sewage. 

5. Itis waste from the operation of a sewage works subject to the Ontario Water Resources Act. 
6. It is woodwaste. 

7. It is agricultural waste; 


“blue box waste” has the same meaning as in Ontario Regulation 101/94 (Recycling and Composting of Municipal Waste) 
made under the Act; 


“board area” means, when used in relation to a Local Services Board, the geographical area within which the Local Services 
Board may exercise its jurisdiction; 


“business day” means a day that is not a Saturday or a holiday within the meaning of section 87 of the Legislation Act, 2006; 


“carbon dioxide emission intensity” means, in respect of a fuel, the carbon dioxide emissions attributable to the fuel, 
determined in accordance with this Regulation, expressed in kilograms of carbon dioxide emissions per megajoule; 


“clinker” means the product of a Portland cement kiln from which finished cement is manufactured by milling and grinding; 
“coke” means metallurgical coke produced by a coke oven or petroleum coke; 

“combustion” includes thermal distillation in a coke oven; 

“demonstration project” means a project that, 


(a) involves the combustion of alternative low-carbon fuel for the purpose of manufacturing clinker, lime, iron, steel or 
metallurgical coke at an alternative low-carbon fuel site, and 


(b) is carried out for the primary purpose of assisting in the design or assessing the merits of or substantiating and showing 
the merits of a technology for the combustion described in clause (a); 


“Director” means, 


(a) the Director appointed under section 5 of the Act in respect of the section of this Regulation in which the reference 
appears, or 


(b) ifno Director described in clause (a) has been appointed, any Director appointed under section 5 of the Act in respect 
of Part II.1 of the Act; 


“high heat value” means, in respect of a fuel, the amount of heat energy released by the combustion of the fuel, including the 
latent heat of vaporization of water embedded in the fuel, expressed in megajoules per tonne; 
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“iron” means liquid iron produced by a blast furnace; 


“leaf and yard waste” has the same meaning as in Ontario Regulation 101/94 (Recycling and Composting of Municipal 
Waste) made under the Act; 


“licensed engineering practitioner” means a person who holds a licence, limited licence or temporary licence under the 
Professional Engineers Act; 


“Local Services Board” has the same meaning as in the Northern Services Boards Act; 
“metallurgical coke” means coke produced, in whole or in part, from coal in a coke oven; 


“municipal hazardous or special waste” has the same meaning as in Ontario Regulation 542/06 (Municipal Hazardous or 
Special Waste) made under the Waste Diversion Act, 2002; 


“NAICS” means the North American Industry Classification System maintained for Canada by Statistics Canada, as amended 
or revised from time to time; 


“non-biological carbon content” means, in respect of a fuel, the carbon content, expressed in kilograms of carbon per tonne 
of fuel, of the portion of the fuel that is not composed of or derived from any material mentioned in the definition of 
“biological carbon content”; 


“planning board” means a planning board established under section 9 or 10 of the Planning Act; 
“prescribed chemical analysis method” means a chemical analysis method set out in, 


(a) the guideline entitled “Guideline for Greenhouse Gas Emissions Reporting”, published by the Ministry and available 
from the Ministry, or 


(b) a publication published by, 
(i) ASTM International, 
(11) American National Standards Institute, 
(iii) American Petroleum Institute, 
(iv) Canadian General Standards Board, 
(v) CSA Group, 
(vi) Gas Processors Association, 
(vil) International Organization for Standardization, or 
(vill) Measurement Canada; 


“proponent” means a person proposing to engage in the combustion of alternative low-carbon fuel at an alternative low- 
carbon fuel site; 


“source separated organics” means organic waste that has been separated at the source from other waste under a program 
operated by or for a municipality; 


“spill” has the same meaning as in section 91 of the Act; 


“steel” means molten steel produced by an electric arc furnace or basic oxygen furnace but does not include molten steel 
produced by an electric arc furnace at a foundry that primarily engages in pouring molten steel into moulds to manufacture 
finished steel casting products; 


“total carbon content” means, in respect of a fuel, the biological carbon content and the non-biological carbon content of the 
fuel, expressed in kilograms of carbon per tonne; 


“used tires” has the same meaning as in Ontario Regulation 84/03 (Used Tires) made under the Waste Diversion Act, 2002; 
“waste” has the same meaning as in Part V of the Act; 


“waste electrical and electronic equipment” has the same meaning as in Ontario Regulation 393/04 (Waste Electrical and 
Electronic Equipment) made under the Waste Diversion Act, 2002. 


(2) In this Regulation, the following words and expressions have the same meanings as in Regulation 347 of the Revised 
Regulations of Ontario, 1990 (General — Waste Management) made under the Act: 


1. Agricultural waste. 
2. Anaerobic digestion output. 


3. Asbestos waste. 
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4. Composting. 

5. Hauled sewage. 

Hazardous waste. 
Ignitable waste. 

Industrial waste. 
Liquid waste. 

10. Municipal waste. 
Li... Site. 

12. Woodwaste. 


(3) For the purposes of this Regulation, two properties are adjacent to each other if the boundary of one property touches 
or, were it not for an intervening highway, road allowance, railway line, railway allowance or utility corridor, would touch 
the boundary of the other property. 


(4) For the purposes of this Regulation, if only organic matter described in paragraph 2 of the definition of “alternative 
low-carbon fuel” in subsection (1) is mixed with biomass, the resulting mixture is deemed to be wholly derived from or 
composed of materials that are biomass. 


(5) In this Regulation, any reference to an alternative low-carbon fuel site or an alternative low-carbon fuel facility 
includes a proposed site or facility. 


Designation 


2. Alternative low-carbon fuel that meets the description set out in paragraph | of the definition of “alternative low-carbon 
fuel” in subsection | (1) is designated as a waste. 


Exemption from s. 27 of Act 


3. (1) Section 27 of the Act does not apply to the use, operation, establishment, alteration, enlargement or extension of an 
alternative low-carbon fuel site if the following conditions are satisfied: 


1. An ALCF application was made and an environmental compliance approval is in effect, including a statement by the 
Director that this section applies in respect of the site. 


2. The use, operation, establishment, alteration, enlargement or extension is carried out in relation to one or more of the 
following activities at the site respecting fuel described in paragraph | of the definition of “alternative low-carbon 
fuel” in subsection | (1): 


i. Collection of the fuel. 
i. Storage of the fuel, if the following conditions are met: 
A. None of the fuel is stored for more than 18 months. 


B. The maximum amount of the fuel stored is the amount that is reasonably capable of being combusted at the 
site during a period of six months. 


C. The fuel stored is to be combusted at the site. 


ii. Drying of the fuel using the heat generated from the process of manufacturing clinker, lime, iron, steel or 
metallurgical coke. 


iv. Removal of incidental amounts of non-combustible materials from the fuel. 
v. Size reduction of the fuel. 

vi. Blending of the fuel with coal, coke or any other fuel. 

vil. Combustion of the fuel. 


(2) If, under subsection (1), section 27 of the Act does not apply to the use, operation, establishment, alteration, enlargement 
or extension of an alternative low-carbon fuel site in relation to an activity set out in paragraph 2 of subsection (1), sections 
40 and 41 of the Act do not apply in respect of the alternative low-carbon fuel in respect of which the activity is engaged. 


Approval, conditions 


4. The Director shall not issue an environmental compliance approval in respect of an ALCF application unless the 
following conditions are satisfied: 
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1. The application includes a carbon dioxide emission intensity report in respect of the alternative low-carbon fuel 
proposed to be combusted at the site, prepared in accordance with section 11, that includes a statement that the carbon 
dioxide emission intensity of the alternative low-carbon fuel is less than the carbon dioxide emission intensity of the 
coal or coke in the place of which the alternative low-carbon fuel is proposed to be combusted. 


2. If the application is in respect of a demonstration project, 


i. the application includes written notice to the Director that specifically mentions that the application is in respect 
of a demonstration project, and 


il. the Director is satisfied that the following criteria will be met: 


A. 100 tonnes or less of alternative low-carbon fuel described in paragraph | of the definition of “alternative 
low-carbon fuel” in subsection | (1), other than fuel that is wholly derived from or composed of one or both 
of woodwaste or agricultural waste, will be combusted on any day for the purposes of the demonstration 
project. 


B. The demonstration project will not be engaged in, 


1. at any time after three years from the day that alternative low-carbon fuel is first combusted for the 
purposes of the demonstration project, 


2. for more than a total of 90 days in any 12-month period, and 
3. for more than 30 consecutive days. 


3. If the application is not in respect of a demonstration project, the application includes a statement by the proponent 
confirming that the proponent has complied with the notice and consultation requirements in this Regulation and that a 
copy of the consultation report prepared in accordance with section 8 is available on the proponent’s website and will 
be provided to a person who requests it. 


Demonstration project 


5. (1) The Director shall not issue an environmental compliance approval in respect of an ALCF application in respect of 
a demonstration project unless the approval contains terms or conditions, 


(a) prohibiting the combustion of more than a specified amount, which amount shall not exceed 100 tonnes, of fuel 
described in paragraph | of the definition of “alternative low-carbon fuel” in subsection | (1), other than fuel that is 
wholly derived from or composed of one or both of woodwaste or agricultural waste, on any day for the purposes of 
the demonstration project; 


(b) prohibiting the engagement in the demonstration project, 


(i) at any time after a specified period, which period shall end not later than three years from the day that alternative 
low-carbon fuel is first combusted for the purposes of the demonstration project, 


(11) for more than a total of 90 days in any 12-month period, and 
(iii) for more than 30 consecutive days; and 


(c) requiring the holder of the environmental compliance approval to promptly provide notice in writing to the Director 
and the district manager of the Ministry for the district in which the alternative low-carbon fuel site is located of, 


(i) the date on which alternative low-carbon fuel is first received for the purposes of the demonstration project at the 
site where the project is being engaged in, and 


(ii) the date on which alternative low-carbon fuel is first combusted at the site for the purposes of the demonstration 
project. 


(2) Despite clause (1) (a), if the only alternative low-carbon fuel proposed to be combusted as part of a demonstration 
project is fuel described in paragraph 2 of the definition of “alternative low-carbon fuel” in subsection | (1), the environmental 
compliance approval is not required to include a prohibition described in clause (1) (a). 


(3) The Director may alter a term or condition referred to in clause (1) (a) or subclause (1) (b) (1) if the alteration does not 
authorize, 


(a) the combustion of more than 100 tonnes of alternative low-carbon fuel described in paragraph | of the definition of 
“alternative low-carbon fuel” in subsection | (1), other than fuel that is wholly derived from or composed of one or 
both of woodwaste or agricultural waste, on any day for the purposes of the demonstration project; or 


(b) engaging in the demonstration project at any time after three years from the day that alternative low-carbon fuel is first 
combusted for the purposes of the demonstration project. 
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(4) For the purposes of this section, if there is more than one demonstration project at the same alternative low-carbon 
fuel site at which a fuel described in paragraph | of the definition of “alternative low-carbon fuel” in subsection | (1) is 
combusted, all of the demonstration projects are deemed to be a single demonstration project. 


(5) If an environmental compliance approval for the use, operation, establishment, alteration, extension or enlargement of 
a municipal waste pilot project within the meaning of subsection 5.0.1 (1) of Regulation 347 of the Revised Regulations of 
Ontario, 1990 (General — Waste Management) made under the Act is in effect in respect of the alternative low-carbon fuel 
site, the Director shall include a term or condition to prohibit the sum of the following from exceeding 100 tonnes on any day: 


1. The total amount of alternative low-carbon fuel described in paragraph | of the definition of “alternative low-carbon 
fuel” in subsection 1 (1), other than fuel that is wholly derived from or composed of one or both of woodwaste or 
agricultural waste, combusted for the purpose of a demonstration project at the site. 


2. The total amount of municipal waste processed or disposed of for the purpose of the municipal waste pilot project at 
the site. 


Non-demonstration project, notice requirements 
6. (1) Before submitting an ALCF application that is not in respect of a demonstration project, the proponent shall, 
(a) prepare and distribute a notice of intention to apply in accordance with this section; 


(b) prepare and distribute a notice of consultation in respect of each public meeting required to be held under section 7 in 
respect of the application, in accordance with this section; and 


(c) prepare and distribute a notice of completion of the consultation report in accordance with this section. 


(2) Before distributing a notice of intention to apply, the proponent shall contact the Director to request assistance in 
identifying aboriginal communities that have or may have constitutionally protected aboriginal or treaty rights that may be 
adversely impacted by the proposed combustion of alternative low-carbon fuel at the site or otherwise may be interested in 
any negative environmental effects of the proposed combustion of alternative low-carbon fuel at the site. 


(3) When contacted by a proponent under subsection (2), the Director shall, 


(a) give the proponent a list of bodies that, in the opinion of the Director, may assist in identifying aboriginal communities 
described in subsection (2); or 


(b) identify the aboriginal communities that, in the opinion of the Director, are aboriginal communities described in 
subsection (2). 


(4) If the Director provides a list of bodies under clause (3) (a) to a proponent, the proponent shall contact each of the 
bodies and request identification of the aboriginal communities described in subsection (2). 


(5) Anotice of consultation prepared and distributed before the first public meeting in respect of the alternative low-carbon 
fuel site may be combined with the notice of intention to apply in respect of the site. 


(6) A notice described in Column | of the Table to this section shall be given to the persons set out opposite the notice in 
Column 2 of the Table and shall contain the information set out opposite the notice in Column 3 of the Table. 


(7) In addition to the requirements set out in subsection (6), each notice mentioned in this section shall be distributed in 
accordance with the following rules: 


1. The notice shall be posted on the proponent’s website. 
2. Ifthe site is located in a municipality, the notice shall be published, 


i. On at least two separate days in a newspaper with general circulation in the local municipality and upper-tier 
municipality in which the site is located, or 


ll. 1f no newspaper described in subparagraph 1 exists, in some other way that, in the proponent’s opinion, will 
promptly bring the notice to the attention of the public in the local municipality and upper-tier municipality in 
which the site is located. 


3. Ifthe site is located in unorganized territory, the notice shall be published, 
i. on at least two separate days in a newspaper with general circulation within 25 kilometres of the site, or 


il. if no newspaper mentioned in subparagraph 1 exists, in some other way that, in the proponent’s opinion, will 
promptly bring the notice to the attention of the public within 25 kilometres of the site. 


4. If it is reasonable to do so, the notice shall be published on at least two days in a newspaper printed by each aboriginal 
community identified by the Director under clause (3) (b) or by the bodies to whom requests were made under 
subsection (4), if such a newspaper exists and the publisher of the newspaper permits the publication. 
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(8) In complying with subsections (6) and (7) in respect of a notice of consultation, the notice shall be given, posted and 
published at least 10 business days before a public meeting is held.

7. (1) Before submitting an ALCF application that is not in respect of a demonstration project, the proponent shall hold 
at least two public meetings in accordance with this section, 


(a) if the alternative low-carbon fuel site is located in a municipality, in the municipality in which the alternative low- 
carbon fuel site 1s located; and 


(b) if the alternative low-carbon fuel site is located in unorganized territory, 
(i) within 25 kilometres of the site, or 


(ii) in the local municipality that is closest to the site, if there is no appropriate place to hold a public meeting within 
25 kilometres of the site. 


(2) The second public meeting held in accordance with subsection (1) shall not be held less than 10 business days 
following the first public meeting.

1. An explanation of what the fuel proposed to be combusted consists of or what it is derived from, including an 
explanation of how the fuel meets the criteria set out in either paragraph | or 2 of the definition of “alternative low- 
carbon fuel” in subsection | (1). 


2. An explanation of how the carbon dioxide emission intensity of the fuel proposed to be combusted is consistent with 
the definition of “alternative low-carbon fuel” in subsection | (1). 


3. The information described in paragraph 6 of Column 3 of Item | of the Table to section 6. 
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4. An estimate of the amount of coal or coke, in the place of which alternative low-carbon fuel would be combusted at 
the site, expressed as a percentage of coal or coke usage by weight and by energy content.

Sampling and analysis, coal or coke 


9. (1) The carbon dioxide emission intensity of coal or coke, rounded to three significant digits, shall be determined 
according to the following formula: 


Carbon dioxide emission intensity = CC,,,,, x 3.67/HHV 
where, 
CC, .., — the total carbon content of the coal or coke, 
HHV = the high heat value of the coal or coke. 


(2) For the purposes of subsection (1) and subject to subsection (4), the total carbon content and high heat value of coal 
or coke combusted at an alternative low-carbon fuel site shall be determined using the weighted average by mass of the total 
carbon content of samples, taken and analyzed in accordance with a prescribed chemical analysis method, of the coal or coke 
in the place of which alternative low-carbon fuel is proposed to be combusted. 


(3) The samples mentioned in subsection (2) shall, 


(a) only include samples taken and analyzed during the most recent six-month period during which the facility was 
operating before the determination is made; 


(b) include at least one sample taken and analyzed during each month of the six-month period mentioned in clause (a); 
(c) not include any samples taken more than 36 months before the determination is made; and 
(d) be representative of the coal or coke in the place of which alternative low-carbon fuel is proposed to be combusted. 


(4) For the purposes of subsection (1), if the manufacture of clinker, lime, iron, steel or metallurgical coke did not 
commence at an alternative low-carbon fuel facility on a day before the day on which the carbon dioxide emission intensity 
of the coal or coke is determined, 


(a) the total carbon content and high heat value of coal or coke may be determined by analyzing at least one sample that 
is representative of the coal or coke, in the place of which alternative low-carbon fuel is proposed to be combusted; or 


(b) the carbon dioxide emission intensity of the coal or coke is, 


(i) if there is only one type of coal or coke described in Column | of the Table to this section in the place of which 
alternative low-carbon fuel is proposed to be combusted, the number set out opposite the type in Column 2 of the 
Table, or 
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(ii) if there is more than one type of coal or coke described in Column | of the Table to this section in the place of 
which alternative low-carbon fuel is proposed to be combusted, the weighted average by energy input of all of 
the relevant carbon dioxide emission intensities set out in Column 2 of the Table.

Sampling and analysis, alternative low-carbon fuel 


10. (1) The carbon dioxide emission intensity of a fuel proposed to be combusted as an alternative low-carbon fuel, 
rounded to three significant digits, shall be determined according to the following formula: 


Carbon dioxide emission intensity = CC, ,.. * 3.67/HHV 
where, 
CC. iio = the non-biological carbon content of the fuel, 


HHV = the high heat value of the fuel. 


(2) The total carbon content and high heat value of a fuel proposed to be combusted as an alternative low-carbon fuel shall 
be determined using samples of the fuel taken and analyzed in accordance with the following rules: 


1. Only samples taken within 36 months before the determination is made shall be used. 
2. One of the following methods shall be applied: 
i. Analysis in accordance with a prescribed chemical analysis method of at least one sample of the fuel. 


i. Analysis in accordance with a prescribed chemical analysis method of at least one sample of each of the individual 
materials that the fuel is composed of or derived from, using a weighted average of the carbon content and high 
heat value of the individual materials. 


3. The number of samples analyzed must provide results that are sufficiently representative of the fuel or individual 
materials and must allow for adequate characterization of the fuel or individual materials. 


(3) If the amount of biological carbon content of a fuel is unknown, it shall be determined in accordance with the test 
methods set out in ASTM D-6866-12, “Standard Test Methods for Determining the Biobased Content of Solid, Liquid, and 
Gaseous Samples Using Radiocarbon Analysis”, published by ASTM International, as amended from time to time. 


Carbon dioxide emission intensity report 


11. (1) For the purposes of paragraph | of section 4, the proponent shall ensure that a written carbon dioxide emission 
intensity report is prepared by a licensed engineering practitioner, consisting of the following: 


1. The name and address of the proponent. 
2. The address of the alternative low-carbon fuel site and a map showing its location. 


3. The primary NAICS code of the alternative low-carbon fuel facility and, if applicable, any secondary NAICS codes of 
the facility. 


4. A description of the products, production processes and the types and quantity of the coal or coke and alternative low- 
carbon fuel proposed to be combusted at the site, including a description of the material the fuel is derived from or 
composed of. 


5. The carbon dioxide emission intensity of the coal or coke in the place of which alternative low-carbon fuel is proposed 
to be combusted and of the alternative low-carbon fuel. 


6. The calculation methods, analytical methods, sampling dates and analysis results used to determine the carbon dioxide 
emission intensity of the coal or coke and of the alternative low-carbon fuel. 


7. A statement by the licensed engineering practitioner who prepared the report, providing that, 


i. the carbon dioxide emission intensities of the coal or coke and of the alternative low-carbon fuel have been 
determined in accordance with this Regulation, and 
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il. the carbon dioxide emission intensity of the alternative low-carbon fuel proposed to be combusted is less than 
the carbon dioxide emission intensity of the coal or coke in the place of which the alternative low-carbon fuel is 
proposed to be combusted. 


8. A statement signed and dated by the proponent or a person who is authorized by the proponent to make the statement, 
certifying that the information given to the licensed engineering practitioner to prepare the report is complete and 
accurate. 


(2) A statement made under paragraph 7 or 8 of subsection (1) shall not be made on a day that is more than three years 
before the day on which the ALCF application is submitted to the Director. 


Storage, handling and maintenance standards 


12. The holder of an environmental compliance approval issued as a result of an ALCF application shall ensure that the 
following rules are complied with in respect of alternative low-carbon fuel described in paragraph 1 of the definition of 
“alternative low-carbon fuel” in subsection 1 (1) at the alternative low-carbon fuel site that is the subject of the approval: 


1. The fuel shall be stored, 
1. indoors, or 


li. Outdoors in a manner that prevents the discharge into the natural environment of both the fuel and any contaminant 
relating to the fuel. 


2. The fuel shall be stored, handled and maintained so as to prevent, 
1. leaks or spills of the fuel and contaminants relating to the fuel, and 
ii. damage to or deterioration of any container in which the fuel is stored. 


3. The fuel shall be stored in a safe and secure manner that minimizes the impact of dust, odour, noise, vectors, vermin 
and litter on the general public and on the natural environment. 


4. Access by the general public to fuel handling facilities, fuel storage facilities and fuel storage areas at the site shall be 
controlled by gates, fencing, attendants or other security measures. 


Identification of deficiencies 


13. (1) The holder of an environmental compliance approval issued as a result of an ALCF application shall ensure that 
the following rules are complied with in respect of alternative low-carbon fuel described in paragraph 1 of the definition of 
“alternative low-carbon fuel” in subsection | (1) at the alternative low-carbon fuel site that is the subject of the approval: 


1. On each day that the site is in operation, a visual inspection shall be conducted of the fuel handling facilities, fuel 
storage facilities and fuel storage areas to determine whether the fuel is stored, handled and maintained in accordance 
with section 12. 


2. Any deficiencies in the fuel handling facilities, fuel storage facilities or fuel storage areas identified during a visual 
inspection mentioned in paragraph | or at any other time shall be remedied forthwith. 


3. Immediately after the completion of each visual inspection mentioned in paragraph 1, an inspection record shall be 
prepared setting out, 


i. the name and position of the person who performed the inspection, 
il. the date of the inspection, 
iii. the amount, type and location of fuel stored at the site at the time of the inspection, and 


iv. a description of any deficiencies identified and recommendations regarding steps that should be taken to remedy 
the deficiencies. 


4. Ifa deficiency is identified at a time other than during a visual inspection mentioned in paragraph 1, a record shall be 
prepared immediately setting out the name and position of the person who identified the deficiency, the date on which 
it was identified, a description of the deficiency and recommendations regarding steps that should be taken to remedy 
the deficiency. 


5. After a deficiency mentioned in paragraph 2 has been remedied, a record shall be prepared setting out the day on which 
the deficiency was remedied and a description of the remedial actions taken. 


(2) The holder of an environmental compliance approval mentioned in subsection (1) shall retain, 


(a) arecord mentioned in paragraph 3 or 4 of subsection (1) for two years following the day on which the inspection was 
conducted or the deficiency was identified, as the case may be; and 


(b) arecord mentioned in paragraph 5 of subsection (1) for two years following the day on which the deficiency referred 
to in the record was remedied. 
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Record of fuel 


14. (1) The holder of an environmental compliance approval issued as a result of an ALCF application in respect of an 
alternative low-carbon fuel site at which alternative low-carbon fuel described in paragraph | of the definition of “alternative 
low-carbon fuel” in subsection | (1) is combusted shall ensure that a record is prepared each time the fuel is received at the 
site, setting out the following information: 


1. The type and amount of the fuel. 
2. The name and address of the person who had possession of the fuel before it was transported to the site. 


3. If the vehicle used for transporting the fuel to the site is marked with a number appearing on an environmental 
compliance approval authorizing the transportation or a registration number appearing on a confirmation of registration 
under Part [1.2 of the Act in respect of the transportation, the number marked on the vehicle. 


4. If the vehicle is not marked with a number mentioned in paragraph 3, the name of the person transporting the fuel. 


(2) The holder of an environmental compliance approval mentioned in subsection (1) shall ensure that a record is prepared 
each time alternative low-carbon fuel described in paragraph | of the definition of “alternative low-carbon fuel” in subsection 
1 (1) is refused for receipt at the site, setting out the amount of fuel refused and the reason for the refusal. 


(3) The holder of an environmental compliance approval mentioned in subsection (1) shall retain the records mentioned 
in subsections (1) and (2) for two years following the day on which the fuel described in the record was received at the site. 


Quarterly reporting 


15. (1) This section applies to the holder of an environmental compliance approval issued as a result of an ALCF 
application that is not in respect of a demonstration project who is required under section 48 of Ontario Regulation 194/05 
(Industry Emissions — Nitrogen Oxides and Sulphur Dioxide) made under the Act to ensure that emissions of nitrogen 
oxides or sulphur dioxide are monitored at the alternative low-carbon fuel facility during a year. 


(2) The holder of an environmental compliance approval mentioned in subsection (1) shall ensure that a report is prepared 
for each quarter in a year mentioned in subsection (1), setting out the following information: 


1. The name and address of the holder. 
2. The address of the alternative low-carbon fuel site, if it is different than the address of the holder. 


3. Adescription of the monitoring system or method used under section 48 of Ontario Regulation 194/05 and the location 
of the monitoring system, if any. 


4. The total emissions from the facility of nitrogen oxides and sulphur dioxide for each month in the quarter, measured 
in tonnes. 


5. The hourly concentrations at the facility of nitrogen oxides and sulphur dioxide in the quarter in parts per million. 
6. The name and phone number, and email address if any, of a person who may be contacted on behalf of the holder. 


(3) The holder shall include in the report mentioned in subsection (2) the report prepared for the same quarter as required 
in section 6.6 in the document entitled “Protocols and Performance Specifications for Continuous Monitoring of Gaseous 
Emissions from Thermal Power Generation — Report EPS 1/PG/7”, published by Environment Canada, dated September 
1993. 


(4) The holder shall make the report mentioned in subsection (2) available to the public on the holder’s website within 30 
days after the day on which a quarter ends and shall ensure that the information and supporting documentation on which the 
report is based are retained for a period of five years after the day on which the report is made available to the public on the 
holder’s website. 


Commencement

The person is operating a tow truck that has been requested to provide towing or repair services to a disabled vehicle 
in or near a high occupancy vehicle lane by a police officer, an officer appointed for carrying out the provisions of 
the Act, or a person driving the disabled vehicle, and operating the tow truck in the high occupancy vehicle lane is 
necessary to attend at and depart from the location of the disabled vehicle. 


The person is operating a motor vehicle to which are attached valid number plates that, 
i. are issued by the Ministry, 
i. have green lettering on a white background, and 
iii. display the words “GREEN VEHICLE” or “VEHICULE ECOLOGIQUE”. 
The vehicle is a taxicab or limousine that, 


i. is being operated by a person who has a valid licence, permit or authorization issued by a municipality or airport 
authority to operate the vehicle for the purpose of providing passenger transportation services, and 


ii. has mounted on the rear of the vehicle a valid plate bearing an identification number issued by the municipality 
or airport authority for the use of the vehicle for that purpose. 


. The vehicle displays on its windshield a permit that, 


i. 1s issued by Toronto Organizing Committee for the 2015 Pan American and Parapan American Games, and 


ii. displays the words “Games Permit” or “Permis Jeux”. 


Entry and exit lane markings on temporary high occupancy vehicle lanes during the Games period 


8. Despite subsection 3 (1), during the Games period, vehicles may enter or exit high occupancy vehicle lanes on a part of 
the King’s Highway described in Schedule E, F or G anywhere along the lane, as indicated by continuity lines lane markings 
described in paragraph 2 of section 9 and illustrated in Figure A.1 in that section, except if the continuity lines lane markings 
are adjacent to a solid line lane marking, as described in paragraph 3 of section 9 and illustrated in Figure A.2 in that section, 
in which case vehicles may exit but may not enter the lane.
